The public was handed the usual pla- 


titude about a desire to revise the state 
system of- taxation along scientific 
and 


ethical lines when this purpose of T the 
Elaine administration was disclosed. The 
tax burden was to be ''more equitably'' 
adjusted, and in some unknown manner 
the troubles of those with grievances 
were to be softened by this new ideal in 
r taxation. 
The honesty and sincerity of 


the plan were held up with emphasis. 
It 


was a part of the program of the so- 
called progressives to promote justice 
and remove injustice. 


Of course there was no such purpose 


at all. It was just a scheme arid cry of 
politicians to popularize themselves with 
certain elements. It was the usual means 
employed to obtain and hold political 
power. 
This fact was established when 


the politicians were unable to agree upon 
a definite tax measure. One set of-radi- 
cals wanted one thing done, 'another 
something else, and 'Governor Elaine 
something different from either. 
Each 


framed his bill to get the votes of certain 
elements, a.nd to punish certain other ele- 
ments. 
There was no more comprehen- 


- sion of economics or of sound principles 


of taxation than there would have been 
in the consideration of a constitution for 
the state of Czecho-Govinia. 
Animosi- 


ties and prejudices ran so deep that nei- 
ther of the. parties to the triangle would 
yield and finally Senator La Follette bad 
to intervene to settle the row. Had 
there been a conscientious purpose to 
frame a fair and constructive tax bill, 
the first thing these divergent elements 
would have done would have been to sit 
down together, reason the problem out 
and settle their differences. 


This, however, is Avhat happens: The 


fight becomes so bitter as to threaten to 
defeat all tax legislation and that would 
be bad for the political fortunes of those 
in power, who had made extravagant 
promises about what was to be done in 
this field. Mr. LaFollette's son is sent 
as the emissary of peace. 
AY hat follows? 


In the short space of a few hours, a 
new tax bill is framed. 
Xo one has any 


hand in it except a few politicians who 
believe they know how to frame an ant 
that will get the most votes. 
That ih the 


sole standard by which the bill is con- 
structed. 
For 
instance, the personal 


property offset is removed on corpora- 
tions as a bait to the Socialists and the 
capital fat, fryers. 
It is retained for the 


benefit of the individual in order to 
please thf farmer and labor. 
A flat rate 


of four per cent is. imposed on corpora- 
tions to mislead manufacturer?; and busi- 
ness men into the belief that they will 
have onlv a moderate tax to pay. 
whereas 


the tax is probably higher than in the 
Blaine bill. 
There is a bid for ronsprv- 


ativesv radicals. Socialists and every 
other shade of politics in the legislature. 
In the division of tax between state and 
local units there is a bid for class votes. 
The sole end is politics. 


There is not an outstanding figure in 


the whole transaction whose course can 
be attributed to honest conviction or fi- 
delity to principle. 
That is why a new 


bill can be framed in a few hours. Tho

nephritis, apoplexy, heart muscle impairment—gen- 
eral breakdown if you prefer to evade the unpleas- 
ant truth—overwork if you like to deceive yourself 
or the unsophisticated public. 
The hygienic life 


is the life one wishes to lead when one discovers 
the life 'one has been leading is not likely to last 
much longer. 


The toxins of several infectious diseases, such as 


pneumonia and typhoid fever, as well as that of 
syph-lis. are now recognized as common factors of 
arterial degeneration. Moderate indulgfence in al- 
:oholic beverages is a direct cause of hardening of 
the arteries. 
The sin of, overeating- so prevalent 


among the prosperous middle class and the poor 
is on a par with alcohol poisoning as a cause of 
arteriosclerosis. 


The stress and strain of business life, the rush 


and bustle and the nervous tension under _which 
some folks like to imagine they live are all just 
callow boasting. Then, 
too. 
we resort 
to this 


conceit of living under "high tension" for the same 
reason that the,poor victim of the neurasthenia ob- 
session has a "nervous spell" or a "breakdown" or 
some such convenient alibi when it is necessary to 
dodge some duty or responsibility in life. 
This 


"spell" or "breakdown" is as unintentional -or in- 
voluntary as is a hysterical seizure, so far as con- 
scious volition is concerned. 


Chronic lead poisoning, in painters, printers a"d 


others occupationally exposed, causes hardening of 
the arteries. The ancients included gout among the 
causes of hardening of the arteries—whatever gout^ 
might have been. 


The main hardening agent, in the majority of 


cases, seems to be intemperance in eating—eating 
more than is necessary for maintenance. The badge 
of intemperance is overweight. 
"We positively will 


not work, meaning honest work, not just playing 
around the office or store. It is vulgar to sweat 
in polite society but it is quite the proper thing 
to eat too much. 
A little more honest sweating 


and a little less overworking of the eating muscle 
would mean much for the conservation of the ar: 
teries.

ta.inly probable) grease spots may not 
show: a table either oblong or round, 
according to the room's dimensions; 
the necessary chairs, not too different 
from the other pieces; a buffet; serv- 
ing table near the pantry or kitchen 
door; a. screen at the door—nothing 
else is necessary. A cabinet if there Is 
space for it anrl if ono desires it. 
closed unless it. is to hold real, museum 
or cabinet pieces.' 
Generally avoid pictures in the din- 


ing room and as thtf pestilence avoid 
a -wall broken by rail and dropped ceil- 
ing molding. Draperies should be sim- 
ple and subdued, easily washed and 
aired,, lest they hold food odors.

A comfortable bed. or 
twin beds. A bed table for (and with) 
hot water bottle, and tumbler, shaded 
light, book or magazine, .pad and pen- 
cil, perhaps a. telephone. At'lea.st one 
comfortable upholstered chair, one or 
two straight, chairs and if there is 
room for it a slipper rocker.

the Fiesta. In the guest, bedroom a 
fuliV equipped desk, including n waste 
basket. "Washable draperies are dain- 
tier and can be kept fresher than 
those of heavy fabric or silk. 


CHILD'S ROOM 


Science states (.bat environment af- 


fects the cbilrl far more than its eon- 
rlltion of birth. 
Tt. follows then that 


the child's room is, or should be, the 
most, important, room in the house, 
just as the homo is the_most impor- 
tant fa.ctor of civilization-.. - 


Xea.tness should be insisted upon in
